This copy is a dedication copy by the authour to Richard Bourke - Governor in Chief of New 

South Wales from 1831 to 1837 . Richard Bourke was born in Ireland and after joining the army, 

and fighting throughout the Napoleonic wars, became governor of New South Wales. He is best 

known for promoting the emancipation of convicts, and for naming Melbourne (after the British 
Prime Minister of the time) as well as commissioning its first city layout. 


This pamphlet was written by the Scottish born Australian Presbyterian Minister - John Dunmore | 

Lang. Who was an early Australian patriot and a propnent of an independent Australia. Very much 

of its time, the pamphlet promotes the colonisaztion of “the vast solitudes” with an “industrious 

and virtuous agricultural population” so that Great Britain may say “Many daughters have done 
virtuously but thou hast excelled them all”. 


This description of the “Vast solitudes” of Australia, which neglected any Indigenous land 

ownership, reflected the prevailing attitude at the time. Bourke would go on to proclame Australia 

“Terra nullis” in 1837 - stating that Indigenous Australians could not sell land, and that only the 
Crown had this power. A statue of him stands outside the State Library of New South Wales.

Joseph Hall’s Mundus Alter et Idem is a famous allegorical tale of an imaginary voyage 
to the great southern continent of Terra Australis. Sometimes regarded as a predecesor of 
Gulliver’s travels, the narrative was intended as a thinly veiled attack on England at the 
time. During the voyage to the Southern Seas, Mercurio Britannico visits the imaginary 
lands of Carpulia, Viraginia, Moronia and Lavernia - countries populated by gluttons, 
nags, fools and thieves respectively. Each of these lands is used to mock certain human 
traits, and are displayed on the world map where Terra Australis is located . 


The world map combines recent knowledge of cartography (California, Virginia) 
alongside more fanciful locations (The Island of Hermaphrodites).

This plate comes from Part 4 of De Bry’s Grands Voyages which contained 
Benzoni’s description of his 15 years on the isthmus of America -modern day 
Panama and Nicaragua. 


Benzoni, an Italian, acted as a mediator between different nations. Benzoni wrote 

at a time when the Spanish treatment of the Indians was a concern, and described 

the cruelty of the Spanish towards the Indians and African slaves - the famous 
“Black legend". 


This engraving depicts Balboa collecting gold from the natives of modern day 
Panama. Panciaco, one of the local Indians, led Balboa to the top of a high hill, 
near the Archipelago de las Perlas, from which they first sighted the Pacific. 


This is probably the earliest illustration to show the sighting of the Pacific Ocean 
- depicted at the top left of the image.

Ramusio's immense compilation is the most important travel collection of the 16th Century. 

It would directly influence the works of Hakluyt and De Bry and was a key reference work 

for centuries after its publication. Ramusio was secretary to the council of 10 in Venice for 43 

years. Given Venice's importance to global trade, he had access to, and was able to collect, 
accounts of all the important global voyages of the period. 


Nearly all the important early voyages in the age of discovery are present, including those of 
Columbus, Da Gama, Marco Polo and Magellan. 


The maps are hugely important and were produced by the geographer Gastaldi. The map of 
South East Asia is particularly important as it is the first to name the Philippines “filipina” and 
the earliest *accurate" obtainable map of the area. 


The maps of the Americas include the first map to focus on North East America and includes 

Manhattan, based on Verrazzano's voyage. A further important map in this volume is the first 

to show montreal, depicting the meeting between Jacques Cartier and the first nations by the 

royal mountain - Monte Real. The maps in the third volume are here in the RARE 1st STATE 

from 1556. The woodblock of this state was destroyed in a fire in 1557 so all subsequent 
editions were created using different woodblocks.

During this voyage Cook charted the East coast of Australia and 

circumnavigated New Zealand. Banks, a British nobleman who 

joined him in the voyage, accurately documented the flora, fauna 
and peoples that they encountered during the voyage.

Parkinson’s journal is regarded as the finest account of Cook’s first 
voyage. Employed as a draughtsman, Parkinson drew the celebrated 
images of Australia and New Zealand, which are well known to 


_ this day. Tragically he died on the return to England, but his brother 
' arranged the publication of this work. The work contains valuable 


South-Sea vocabularies and the first published use of the word 
kangaroo.

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Rare example of Tobias 
Furneaux’s Signature 
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Two Indentures from 1766 and 1739 signed by the 

Furneaux and Wallis families in Cornwall. One Indenture 

is signed by Tobias Furneaux himself in 1766, while the 

other is signed by John Wallis (Samual Wallis’s father) 
and dated 1739. 


The Furneaux family Indenture describes the family home at Sully 

in Cornwall and was signed in February 1766, a few months before 

Tobias Furneaux left from Plymouth with Captain Samual Wallis 

on their voyage to Tahiti. This voyage is described in Volume 1 of 
Hawkesworth’s voyage (1773) 


I was unable to identify previous records of Tobias Furneaux’s 
Signature for private sale 


Tobias Furneaux was Commander of HMS Adventure on Cook’s 
second Voyage to the Antarctic and was first man to circumnavigate 
the globe in both directions. He would later sail to England with 
Omai, the first Tahitian to visit Europe, on the Ship the Adventure. 
Omai would be famously painted by Reynolds. Furneaux was 
the first European to step foot on Tahiti (on Samuel Wallis’ 1766 
voyage). He is an important figures in the history of exploration 
of the Pacific. These documents highlight the links between the 
Furneaux and Wallis families and give some background history 
to the man.

An Important early account of this voyage to Palau in the Pacific by 

Captain Henry Wilson in the ship the Antelope. This was the first 

European description of the Islands, its people and natural history. 

Wilson’s ship initially foundered on the Islands, but the crew were 

able to build a small ship (The Oroolong) which managed to reach 

Macao. The King of Palaw’s son, Prince Lee Boo, returned to England 
with the crew but unfortunately soon died of smallpox.

This important voyage was the 6th recored circumnavigation of the world. The VOC had 
barred other enterprises from sailing through the Straits of Magellan so Schouten sailed 
around Cape Horn (which he named after the Dutch city) and across the Pacific to the 
Moluccas. The voyage was funded by the Dutch “Australische Compagnie” and one of the 
main purposes of the voyage was to discover Terra Australis. The ships visited many Pacific 
Islands, including Tonga and Papua New Guinea, but on returning via Java, Schouten was 
arrested by the VOC for breaking trade restrictions. Despite this, his journey was celebrated 
in Europe and the account was published in several editions. All early (1618/19) editions are 
uncommon.

This is Part 10 of De Bry's Petits Voyages which contains the important account ofthe Spanish 

voyages of the Pacific written by Pedro Fernandes de Queiros. The book also contains two 

other accounts of voyages: Hudson 's search for the North West Passage to China and Japan 

(and discovery of Hudson bay), and Linschoten's search for the North East Passage to the 
Far East. 


De Queiros was a Portuguese Navigator who served the Spanish Monarchy for most of his 
life. In 1595 he first travelled to the pacific with Alvaro de Mendana y Neira on a voyage 
across the Pacific to the Solomon Islands and the Philippines. After returning, he petitioned 
the Spanish King to search for Terra Australis, eventually departing Peru in 1605 and passed 
The Pitcairn Islands, The Cook Islands and Kiribati. He likely sighted Tahiti but avoided 
French Polynesia and New Zealand due to a change in course, eventually arriving in Vanuatu. 
On the return journey his second in command, Luis Vaez de Torres, sailed between Australia 
and New Guinea in the strait which bears his name to this day. 


Queiros' Memorials - his reports of his voyages and petitions to the Spanish king - were 
circulated in Europe in the early 1600s. Published accounts included this early account by 


De Bry and a later publication by Samuel Purchas.
